EAST JORDAN - Grandvue adminis- 
trators and area county commissioners 
were on hand Sunday to show off the 
newest addition to Grandvue Medical 
Care Facility, and it indeed is something 
to ‘‘show off.’’ 

The nine spacious three-bedroom 
facilities, which wil! house 27 residents 
who must be supervised at all times, were 
met with ohs and ahs from patients, 
family and curious folks who wandered 
through the new wing's grand opening. 
The grand opening festivities included 
refreshments and a tour of the new wing 


and was open to the public. About 120 
people attended. 

Residents will start moving into the 
new facility in a week or two, Director 
Richard Tillen said. Residents will be 
screened for admittance and their $400 
per month rent will be paid for mostly 
through state and federal aid to the 
elderly, he said. 

The nine rooms in the new facility each 
have a beautiful view of rolling hill- 
side. are equipped with an intercom 
system to call an aide and have separate 
bathrooms. 


A day-room with a television and books 
is shared by the wing's residents. 

Total construction costs for the new 
wing was approximately $680,000, in- 
cluding $85,000 for the room furnishings 
and landscaping. Construction on the 
7,500 square ft. addition began in 1976. 
The kitchen in the older section of the 
building was renovated to adequately 
serve 27 additional residents, Tillen said. 

Grandvue is the first medical care 
facility in the state to have supervised 
residential rooms attached to the facility, 
he added.

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Industry layoffs 


hit hard in EJ 


BY BARB CRUDEN 


East Jordan has had its profile altered 
from time to time in the past. Now, hand 
to mouth, it considers what features 
might be in for a change in the face of 
recent industry layoffs. 

ITT Electrical Automotive shut down 
completely in 1979, which meant a loss of 
175 jobs to the community. 

East Jordan Iron Works is always 
slower in winter, according to Bruce 
Malpass, executive vice-president, but he 
is reluctant to give figures on the 
fluctuating employment there, because 
they would appear out of context. 

Gulf and Western's work force is down 
65 people. Michael Speer, personnel 
manager. hopes hiring wil] begin again in 
less than a year. 

Northwestern State Bank's board 
chairman, Charles McDowell comments 
that although East Jordan economics 
reflect auto industry trends, consumer 
traffic at the bank has dropped only 
slightly. 

At Colwell and Company, Realtors, Bill 
cteath says nobody seems to have moved 
away because of job loss. ‘'A lot of layoff 
is seasonal,'' he says. ‘‘They play it up a 
lot.'' He adds, ‘‘If it continues, then [ 
would say it would make a difference."’ 

East Jordan Plastics continues a stable 
work force, rpeorts Personnel Manager 
Shirley Diller. They are just about where 
they usually are this time of year, she 
Savs. 

TAX PAYMENTS SLOW 

People are slow in paying taxes, Joann 
Baker says. The Wilson Township 
treasurer notes that last year at this 
time over 800 of the taxpayers had their 
taxes in, while the figure is down to 715 
this year. 

East Jordan’s City Clerk Fern Morris 
agrees that ‘'tax collections—kind of

But she, like Baker, believes 
the general economic situation has been 
the cause. Local layoffs don't show up on 
tax collections as a particular effect, they 
Say. 

Unemployment figures at the Petoskey 
office of Michigan Employment Security 
Commission are not broken down by city. 
According to DeWayne Cox. who is 
branch office manager, 1,125 are un- 
employed countywide, as of December 
1979. At the same period in 1978, the 
figure was 1.050. That is a comparison of 
11.9 percent of the work force with last 
year's 11.6 percent. 

County food stamp distribution has 
gone up. says Vasco Zucchiatti, Services 
Supervisor at Charlevoix, County 
Department of Social Services. But, he 
comments, the reasons may also be 
increased publicity on the food aan 
program. 

BARS SUFFER MOST 

The businesses hurt most by the 
sagging economy are probably bars. 
Chuck Sherk, owner of Chuck’s Place at 
1tS Main St., estimates that unemploy- 
ment in the East Jordan area is about 40 
percent, and he says that's about how 
much his business is down. 

‘In a recession, a bar is reasonably 
durable because people have more time 
on their hands," he said. But he 
considers East Jordan's current problems 
much more than just a recession. 

‘With the current economic situation 
we have, by the time a guy pays for all the 
basics—food, heat and gas—he has 
nothing left from his unemployment 
check,’' Sherk said. 

He said East Jordan has yet to feel] the 
long-term effects of the ITT plant closing. 
‘*Right now those people are still drawing 
unemployment, but that doesn't go on 
forever. Unless those jobs are replaced 
virtually every business in town can take 


15 percent off its gross, because that 
plant employed about 15 percent of the 
people in this area," 

At Glen’s Market and Family Cente. 
Rob Westfall, assistant manager, says in 
the period since December, they have 
taken in 30 percent more food stamps 
than they did last year for the same 
months. He notes also an increase of WIC 
(Women, Infants, Children) credits— 
Last vear, $395; this vear, $648. 

He adds on a note of optimism: ‘‘We 
haven't lost faith in the community, and 
they haven't lost faith in us.’’ To keep 
prices down, Glen's is doing as much 
advance buying as possible on staple 
products, which wilt be going up sharply, 
Westfall says, keeping the retail price 
down until the stocked-up stock is used 
up. 

JOB SEARCH FRUSTRATING 

Those most conscious of local stress, of 
course, are the people who have been laid 
off. 

Michael and Jina Berkshire were 
having a Sunday afternoon ‘‘outing’’ at 
Peters’ West Side Laundromat. Michael 
has béen looking for a job since October 
when he and others were laid off from 
Gulf and Western after about two years 
on the job. 

As he and Jina toss the week's wash 
into the dryers, he explains most want-ad 
jobs are temporary or for low wages. 
Mike and Jina have a baby son. While 
Jina goes to her CETA job, Mike takes 
care of the baby and hunts for work. 

He has gone as far away as the 
Kalkaska gas refineries and army enlist- 
ment in Grayling. He found nothing at 
the former, and the net $190 per month 
for t3 weeks of Army basic training would 
only pay for rent and utilities. 

So how are things? 

‘‘No more going out. . . Snowmobil-

How can you sum up 
a life in 250 words? 


Two articles totalling no more than 250 
words that I submitted a few weeks ago to 
two British newspapers were probably 
- more important to me than to the “people 
’ who read them, 

Usually, the opposite is true because 
the articles were obituaries about a man 
who married my father’s sister in Cork, 
Ireland 61 years ago. It was the second 


time in a long career as a journalist that I - 


had written an obituary; 15 years ago | 
had my father’s life to sum up in a few 
words. 

In and around newspapers, journalists 
joke about colleagues who get into 
trouble with their editors by commenting, 
‘pretty soon they'll be back to writing 
obits.”’ 

Writing obituaries is considered the 


‘bottom of the ladder for anyone in the 


profession. There is a basic formula for 
writing up the facts submitted by family 
or funeral director. Thus, obits make few 
demands on those charged with the 
responsibility of preparing them for 
publication. 

Yet, [found myself wondering after my 
last experience if there was anything 
more important published from week- 
to-week in a newspaper that purports to 
be interested in the people it serves. 


A STRONG OBLIGATION 

Oh, nothing special happened as a 
result of the obituaries 1 wrote and saw 
published in England. But I wrote them 
in the hope that friends and perhaps a 
lost relative or two might see my words 
and thus know that Robert Walter Saintey 
had passed on at 82 years of age. 


Personally, I felt a strong obligation to try ° 


to reach my uncle’s past through the 
press, It reminded me that as a publisher 


I should always keep in mind my personal | 


feelings in this specific instance that 
involved family. I'm. sute that most 
survivors feel the same as | did when 
someone close dies. 


The night after my uncle's death, I sat" 


down in a lwing-room chair where he 
spent most of his waking hours in recent 
yeats, and compysed a few words for the

It's a handful of words for the average 
person, but an obituary may conjure up 
many memories for those left behind.

For me, those few words I wrote about. 


my uncle were the ‘‘new decade, new 
era’’ column that I couldn’t write as the 
1980’s began. While every other 
columnist in the United States was 
making profound observations on the 
passing of, the 1970’s and the beginning 
of the 1980's, I found myself with 
absolutely no inspiration on the subject. 

Were the 1970's that bad, and was I

Sate nuclear power can 
ease OPEC stranglehold 


Editor, 

As a resident of Michigan, particularly 
Charlevoix County, I feel the need to 
express my feelings about the operation 
of Big Rock Point plant and the other 
nuclear power plants in our state. 

I work at Big Rock Point as a licensed 
Control Operator, licensed by the U.S. 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission. It would 
be a little naive or me to say that there 
aren't going to be any prejudicial 
statements in this letter, because there 
are. 

We need nuclear power in Michigan 
and throughout our nation. We need to 
ease the stranglehold the OPEC nations 
have on us. We can do this safely and 
economically by the use of nuclear power. 

I believe 1 can safely say that in the 
minds of every control operator in this 
state, the safety and well-being of the 
public is of the utmost importance. Our 
families live in this area also. 

Each and every licensed control opera- 
tor, while operating a nuclear plant, has 


othe right (by his. license) to ‘‘scram’’ 


(shutdown) the reactor anytime he feels it 
is unsafe. We are not going to knowingly 
allow the power companies to operate a 
power plant in an unsafe condition. 

_ Sure, operators make mistakes, and 
equipment doesn’t always work the way it 
is supposed to. But our reactor plants are 
designed to take this into account. They 
are designed to shut themselves down 
automatically if an unsafe condition 
should occur. ° 

We did not abandon the DC-10 jetliner 
because there was a design problem 
which resulted in hundreds of fatalities. 
We fixed the design problem. 

We cannot abandon nuclear power 
because of the accident at Three Mile 
Istand in Pennsylvania. No one was killed 
or even injured in that accident. 


When cars talk, will 


The industry and federal officials 
learned a great deal from it. As a result, 
some new designs and procedures have 
come out of it. 

Before the Three Mile Island accident, 
critics of nuclear power would have you 
believe that thousands of people would 
die if such an accident were to happen. 
But they didn’t, and it was termed a bad 
accident. 

Here at Big Rock we Weed to increase 
our spent fuel storage capacity from 193 
fuel bundles to 441. Our present storage 
area is designed to handle the increased 
number of fuel assemblies safely. We use 
about two-thirds of the uranium from 
each fuel assembly, leaving one third in 
the spent fuel. This fuel should be 
reprocessed in the future and re-used as 
new fuel. 

There is no way Big Rock can be used 

s ‘‘dumping ground"’ for other power 
plants, The fuel assemblies used for other 
plants are much larger and would not 
even fit in our storage racks. 

The problems of waste and storage of 
radioactive material from power plants 
are real ones. However, the technology or 
the means to solve these problems are 
known, Perhaps the worst problem is at 
the political level which has halted any 
major progress in this area. 

It seems like every other day the OPEC 
nations are raising the price of oil. The 
cost of producing power from oil is almost 
four times that of nuclear power. If the 
people of this country would back nuclear 
power plants, in 10 to 12 years we could 
have 60 percent of our electrical power 
coming from nuclear plants. The design 
of the breeder reactor is almost a reality 
and it makes more fuel than it uses. 

1 have worked at Big Rock for more 
than eight years. Before that, { spent 
eight years as a power plant operator in 


the Navy Nuclear. Power Submarine 
Service. 

] feet that the Big Rock Point plant is a— 
safe, reliable, economical means of 
producing the electrical power we need 
until a better way comes along.

Kelly is. predicting a 25 percent 
increase in gasoline costs going into the 
1980-81 fiscal year school budget and 
estimated the transportation budget to 
exceed $30,000, ‘‘And that may not be 
enough (budgeted) to meet the 
expenses,’’ he said. 

Repairs on buses is another part of the 
schools’ total budget which has increased 
drastically. In the 1978-79 school year, 
$7,500 was budgeted for repairs, while 
for the 1980-81 school year Kelly is 
estimating that $11,000 will have to be 
budgeted. 

To heat the three Boyne schools during 
the 1978-79 school year, which was the 
first year the new schools were open, the 
cost was $34,000. Kelly is estimating the 
cost to heat the schools during 1980-81
